American military officials do not 


consider Hongkong is in danger of tt 
military assault from the Chinese Com- 
munista dy, for Americans, ao new analysis 
of the situation in this part of the world, 
and to us here a welcome rebuttal of the 
more alarming prognostications with 
which the Western world has been 
plagued during past months. The Intest 
Washington assessment fs based on 
military und political factors, the first 
being represented by the — presence in 
Hongkong of a powerful, well-equipped 
and well-trained garrison; the second on 
the advantage to the Communist regime 
of having Hongkong available 4 ai 
entrepot for trade with the outside world. 
Both considerativns are valid and, in fact, 
merely reflect opinions held here for u 
tong time. Nevertheless, in considering 
J China's probable future attitude to Hong- 
kong .cstimation must be made ak to 
whether it will be based on the. Chinese 
acting as Chinese, or the Chinese acting 
as .Communists, Washington observers 
clearly ore thinking in terms of. the 
Peking. government possibly displaying 
hostility because they are self-professed 
Communists and have now signed them- 
selves away to the Soviet camp. It is well 
to remember, however, that Chiang Kal- 
shek and his Nationalist administration 
more than once gave notice that they 
intended, in the fullness of time, to take 
up the question of the recession of Hong- 
kong.

DEPARTED FROM CODE 

Tho seven colleses admitted 
they had = departed in some 
Instances from the code, and 
five of the collexes sald they 
intended to continue the viola- 
tlons, becnuso the code as It 
stands Js unworkable in their 
cases, . 

They. also challenged the 
great majority of other schools 
to say honestly that they had 
never at any time violated the 
strict code, Most sports writers 
agreed with the seven schoola 
that the code is violated daily 
in almost all colleges.

In some cases, football money 
hag provided new science 
laboratories .or new  Jibraries, 
But a college docsn’t make big 
football or basketball | moncy 
unless }{ has a good team, and 
that means good players, There 
ig competition among colleges 
for the good high school 
players, and so there must be 
inducement to the players, 


JUST NOT TIME ENOUGH 

If the code were followed 
strictly at some schools, the 
player could not stay in school. 
He just doesn't have time — to 
play his sports, thus maintain- 
ing his scholarship, and also 
hold another job to give him 
money for room rent ond food. 

Thus a poor boy could not 
ret an education, Or, [fhe got 
an education, he could not com- 
pete in sports. 

Avery Brundage, chief of the 
U.S. Olymple Committee, Is a 
vigorous proponent of pure 
amuteurism. But his critics
